Boyne, EJ get new improved fire insurance ratings 


It’s an excellent announcement 
for the residents of the city,” said 
City Manager Randy Frykberg as 
he told the city commissioners the 
city has received a new improved 
Fire Insurance Rating. 

The rating, used by. insurance 
companies to base their rates on 
home and business owners, has 
been upgraded to a classification 
from the Class 7 it has had for the 
past 18 years. 

The rating change was com- 
pleted recently by the ISO Com- 
mercial Risk Services, Inc. an arm 
of the state insurance companies 
and the State of Michigan. 

The rating change means that 
homeowners and building owners 
will see an average reduction in 
their fire insurance of about 9.3 
percent for homeowners. 

Business and manufacturing 


firms will see reductions averaging . 


29 percent for wood frame struc- 
tures and 6.2 percent for masonry 
buildings. 

The reduced costs will be reflec- 
ted in insurance policies starting 
December 1, 1990 according to the 
Iso, .

According to Bill Stanley, a local 
insurance agent, building owners 
are cautioned that the reduction is 
only on the fire insurance portion 
of their homeowners policy. Those 
policies also contain insurance 
against other hazards like 
lightning, water and smoke 
damages. He also said the reduc- 
tions could be absorbed by in- 
flationary factors as well. Overall, 
though, most residents should see 
some reduction in their insurance 
bills. 

Those residents living in the 
townships within four miles of 
Boyne City may also be effected 
with lower premiums for fire in- 
surance although not as much as 
city residents. 

Previously the city was rated as 
a class 7 city, based mostly on the 
equipment and training of the local 
fire department. With the 
replacement of many water lines 
throughout the city, the new 
equipment the fire department has 
purchased over the past 18 years, 
and the training of the firemen and 
support staff, the rating was im- 
proved. 


East Jordan also will see their 
insurance rating improved to a 
level 6 as well with the same effec- 
tive dates as Boyne City. 

Other communities, like 
Charlevoix‘ have a 7 classification 
along with Petoskey. Both have 
been recently rerated and the 
rating may change for some of the 
communities. 

After making the announ- 
cement, Frykberg introduced 
Nord Schroeder, the fire chief who 
said he was pleased with the way 
the many departments of the city 
worked together to prepare for 
the examination. 

He told the commissioners it 
took two days for the inspector to 
complete his survey who worked 
with the fire chief and the water 
department testing water lines 
and checking out equipment. 

The city has purchased many 
new trucks since the last rating 
survey was done 18 years ago. 
Schroeder said the ISO usually 
rates cities on a 15 year cycle 
although Boyne had their last sur-

Another Grand Ju ye 


“We happen to think that the idea of foinhing another “ one- 


-” man”Grand Jury is not the right idea. For several reasons... 


One being that just good police work can and usually does 


_ accomplish the same thing as a Grand Jury can do. Sheriff. - 
' George Lasater should appoint one of his deputies to become 


a detective so the work could be done to investigate all of the 
leads, the rumors and the hearsay involved in what the 


- sheriff and the prosecutor desire a Grand Jury to do for them 
_ concerning the investigation of people who disappeared. - 


We feel grief for those people who have lost someone, but 
even if the case involved our own family, we would have ap- 
preciated better police work from the sheriff, done more 
quickly. and more thoroughly when the people turned up 

In the case of Mrs. Salisz of Boyne Falls, the search should 
have been handled by a trained investigator, one who is 
familiar with cases such as that. It is the same with Heather 
Klieber. 

Another reason is the additional cost to tthe taxpayers. A 
“retired” judge or special prosecutor isn’t going to work for 
free. And he or she will need additional help like secretaries, 


' investigating officers to do the foot work and others who will 


be working with the court system. 

Our County Commissioners say that they are already 
having a hard time adjusting the books and budgets of the 
county. They have transfered funds from other departments 
just to make the budget balance. 


A third reason is that while we recently had a Grand Jury — 


to investigate the drug problem of the county, we taxpayers 
have not seen where the promised “income” from seizures 
and confiscations which were to help pay for the grand jury 
has contributed enough to help the load on the taxpayer. 

Fourth, we citizens of the county are already paying for a 
Grand Jury, another attempt to control drugs, through a 
consortium of counties in the northern part of the Lower 
Peninsula. 

The question is, how much does it cost the taxpayers, 
every time some governmental officials want someone else to 
do the work they are being paid to perform without ad- 
ditional cost to the taxpayer? 

Do people who have worked for the government all of their 
careers, think the money to provide them with hundreds of 
extra man hours, extra personnel, and additional offices 
‘vomes from a money tree that grows without having the 
money fall for the season? 

We think the county: commissioners could do better by 
hiring or training a detective that could work throughout the 
county on many different cases.

' fortunate reports of individuals 
sometimes 


who suffer severe and 

fatal consequences as a result of 
shoveling snow, pushing cars out 
banks, or becoming over- 
exerted in the cold while hunting 
or ice fishing, 

It's a good rule to avoid the kind 
of activity that puts lots of stress 
on your heart and upper body 

you are sure youre in good 
enough shape to handle such 
strain. Remember that getting into - 
proper condition takes more than a 
day or two. Ideally, we should be in 
good shape long before the first 
heavy accumulation of snow 
arrives. 

If you must go out to shovel
